Fifteenth President’s Home 
Long Neglected 


Chambersburg Offers Site for 
Historic Hut

CHAMBERSBURG (Pa.) Oct. 2. 
The weather-worn old log cabin 
in which James Buchanan, 
teenth President of the United 
States, was born on April 28, 1791, 
is to be restored and preserved as

Built originally by the Presi- 
dent's father in the mountains of 
Southern Pennsylvania, the cabin 
was moved nearly a century ago 
to Mercersburg, where it has since 
stood, used much of the time as 
& tenant-hoyse. Now it is being 
torn down and moved again; this 
time to Chambersburg, where it 
will be rebuilt on a lot near the 
center of the town. 

The elder Buchanan was an Iristi- 
man who came to America soon 
after the Revolution, and set out 
to make a living as a trader among 
the Indians and  frontiersmen. 
Choosing a lonely spot in the hilis 
north of the Maryland border he 
built two log cabins, one for a 
home and the other a store. 
time his place became known to 
the traders and trappers as “Stony 
Batter.” Here the son “Jamie” 
was born. 

His trading operationg proved so 
profitable that Buchanan finally 
moved to Mercersburg ant from 
there he sent his son school 

later to college. The younger 
man became a leader in local af- 
faire and represented his district 
in the State Legislature in 
In 1856 he was elected 


in 1866 and was buried there. 

In later years the President's 
sisters erected a stone pyramid at 
the site of hig birthplace. This 
stands today, hidden in a grove of 
pine trees. The oak logs of the 
old cabin are well preserved.

Follette was indicted and con- 
victed of perjury in connection with 
an asserted attempt to bribe 
Charies Reimer, an investigator of 
the District Attorney's office, in an 
effort to influence the case of 
Cari V. Lindquist, asserted head of 
a bootleg irng. The former justice 
was accused of perjuring himself 
in testifying before the grand jury.

peached prosecution witness, and 
also that the indictment under 
which Follette was convicted was 


illegally returned, because at that 
time the former justice was awalt- 
ing trial on the first bill. It is 
charged that the court had no 
jurisdiction to try him on the sec- 
ond indictment. 

The court erred also, the pett- 
tion recites, in admitting testimany 
as to uttering forged bail bonds 
without giving Follette a chance 
to deny gullt or acquit himselt.

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FISCAL ARMISTICE 

Funding of the French debt to the 
United States has apparently been post- 
poned for another five years. The French 
idea of $1 down and $1 a month, without 
interest, was not acceptable to the Amer- 
loan government. M. Caillaux's visit to this 
country recalls the old nursery jingle: 

The King of France, with ten thou- 

sand men, 

Marched up the hill and then marched 

down dgain. 

The tentative proposal that France shall 
pay $40,000,000 annually during the next 
five years is all that stands between France 
and repudiation; for M. Caillaux was pre 
pared, to return home without making any 
arrangement whatever for repayment. 

M. Caillaux did not, apparently, take kind- 
ly to the proposa] that there should be a 
truce to financial negotiations for five years. 
He a that France could not make a 
better settlement than at the rate of 30 
cents on the dollar, for thatis approximately 
the present worth of the settlement which 
he proposed. The members of the Amer

This publicity business in connection 
with the income tax hasn't been, of the 
slightest’ service at any angle. It was 
thought as an excuse for the publication 
that it might assist in identifying delin- 
quents or evaders, but the statement is 
made that the publicity hasn't been of value 
to Uncle Sam or anybody else that counts. 
It may have furnished a morsel for a few 
gossips or those who like to have their 
noses in other people's business, but that 
is all. The publicity has done more harm 


to proceed with reconstruction and to show 
the world whether it is again to be consid- 
ered as a power of the first class. iat 

As a diplomat M. Caillaux won no new 
laurels. He did not make a very favor 
able impression on the American commis 
sion. He pleaded. the poverty of his 
country, but accepted with reluctance the 
tentativé agreement that France should pay 
a trifle on account until it ia in position to 
honestly discharge its obligation. 

The French debt at present stands at 

$4,100,000,000 and the annual payment cf 
$40,000,008 is but 1 per cent interest on the 
loan which, estimated at the low rate of 4 
per cent, carries an interest charge of $160,- 
000,000 annually. According to Secretary 
Mellon, the best offer the French made has 
a present value of but $1,760,000,000. It 
ig not surprising that the American com- 
mission declined to submit such a scaling 
down of the debt to Congress for confirma- 
tion. 
. Nevertheless, the American commission 
agreed that the $40,000,000 should be ac 
cepted as full interest payment for the next 
fivé years, which means that for the next 
five years the French 1 shall carry an 
interest of but 1 per cen 

This concession, however. is only tenta- 


|tive, for, according to Secretary Mellon, it 


must be confirmed by Congress before it 
becomes valid. There are those in Con- 
gress, and in the country, who may not be 
disposed to make a gift of $120,000,000 a 
year—the difference between 1 per cent and 
4 per cent—to the government and people 
of France five years. Complications may 
arise in regard to the agreement with Great 
Britain, fot that country is paying 3 per 
cent, and the government may protest 
egainst such discrimination in fa of 
France. 

The French commission put, moreover, 
conditions to their tentative offer of 30 
cents on the dollar, which would have made 
the agreement, on its face, practically 
worthless. If France should fail for any 
reason to meet the payments proposed, 
then the agrement should be held to be 
cancelled and the French government then 
in office would determine whether any new 
agreement should be made or whether 
France should consider the matter of re- 
payment as a closed incident. In case that 
France should become involved in war with 
any other country, then the payments were 
to cease automatically. The agreement 
seemed to reduce itself to this: if France 
should find, at the end of a fiscal year, 
$40,000,000 unexpended in the treasury and 
no immediate call for it the money would 
be turned over on the debt to the United 
States, otherwise there would be nothing 
doing. 

One wonders what the reply of the French 
government would be if Germany were to 
suggest a liquidation of its reparation and 
pensions debt to France on similar terms. 
Placed on a business basis, the debt of 
France to this country is even more bind- 
ing than that of Germany to France: for 
France solicited the money and signed, of 
its own free will, the agreement to repay, 
while Germany signed acknowledgment of 
the French debt under protest. The alter- 
native was armed invasion of Germany. 

However, there is no disposition in this 
country to drive a hard bargain with France. 
The agreement to postpone settlement for 
five years and to make the interest rate 
but 1 per cent for that time is an evidence 
of a will to take into consideration the 
post-war conditions in France and Europe. 

In fact, the terms for final settlement of- 
fered by the American commission called 
for a sum with a present value of but 
$2,800,000,000, tantamount to writing off 
$1,800,000,000 of the debt. 

About all that has been accomplished is 
to put an end to the present annoying dis- 
cussion over the repayment of the French 
loan. That will be held in abeyance for 
five years; and, at the end of that time, the 
American taxpayers may consider them- 
selves lucky if they get the principal back 
in payments extending over about two gen- 
erations, without any interest whatever. 


LISSFUL IGNORANCE 

In a lively debate among the 2000 dis- 
tinguished scientists of the British Associa- 
tion at Southampton recently on the ques- 
tion of whether ignorance is bliss the ma- 
jority ot the speakers seemed to think that 
it is. The debate arose over an attack on 
overeducation by the head master of Rug - 
by, who stoutly asserted that the plowman 
on the farm was far happier than the city 
clerk. The vice-chancellor of Cambridge 
University agreed with this, and added: 
“The farm laborer is often better educated 
than the clerk, whose head is filled with 
half-digested facts.” 
Dr. G. B. Haldane, the famous psycholo- 
gist, came out strongly for the “ignorance- 
is-bliss” theory, saying he despised the half- 
educated man. “He is contemptible to all 
scientists,” he asserted, “who have a real 
respect for the man who has learned to 
use his hands. Furthermore, ignorance of 
books often is biiss.” 
It is strange that men whose life work 
is the education of their fellow-beings 
should speak im this strain of the benefits 
of ignorante or that they should contem-

TESTIFIES IN CASE 
OF EX-MAYOR’S SON 


GUILTY PLEA 
ENTEREDIN 
DEATH CASE 


Whittier Man Who Slew 
Wife Will be Sentenced to 
Life Imprisonment - 


A plea of guilty to murder in the 
degree was taken yesterday by 
Judge Hahn from James McKibben 


of Whittier, and the prisoner will 
be Sentenced Monday to life im- 
prisonment. He shot and ki 
his wife, Della McKibben, July 23, 
last after several threats to do so 
and after she had been lulled to a 
false sense of security by beliefythat 
he had committed suicide. 
McKibben acused his wife of un- 
faithfulness. She had appealed to 
police for protection and had a po- 
lice guard foratime. After he had 
chased her out of a canyon with a 
revolver, she heard a shot behind 
her and assumed, it was said, that 
McKibben had ended his own life. 
‘She took no precautions and in con- 
sequence was caught and slain d 
her husband. 


McKibben shot himself, after 
wounding her mortally, but the 
wound was not serious.
